Lefkowitz injected his note of 
hope following a reaction to a 
disclosure that there was only $5,000 
in the flood control district's fencing 
fund and not the $40.000 originally 
budgeted 
A complete fencing job would 
require an estimated 15,000 to 25,000 
feet of fence at $2.50 to $3 a running 
foot, according to Barry' Gustafson, 
Lompoc director of public works. 
Lefkowitz said a portion of the 
fencing 
monies 
had 
been 
transferred 
to 
a 
fund 
for 
development of Lompoc s backbone 


storm 
drain 
system 
that 
will 
be under construction this year. 


Lefkowitz cautioned his listeners 
not to be pessimistic He said it was 
obvious that the complete fencing 
project was out of the question 
immediately, but added, 
we can 
certainly take bite size chunks out of 
the problem.” 


Later he noted “ There won’t be 
any problem within the limits of our 
abilities.*’ 


Most of the parents who attended 
the meeting in Miguelito School 
indicated by a show of hands that 
they want 
something done to 
eliminate the hazards posed by the 
channel,

proponents favored a chain link 
fence approach to the problem

Two consecutive quarters of negative 
rowth would meet the generally accepted 
efinition of a recession 
The last recession in the United States 
was in 1970 when the economy stagnated in 
the wake of the auto workers strike against

Inflation, which was 
rampant all year long, hit a new high of 7 9 
per cent in October December, the fastest 
three-month rises since the first quarter of

“ Man who Drove Kings.” 


Unfortunately, Mrs. Smith knows little else about her 
father’s mother’s father. She only learned about Hyde two 
years ago when she returned to England to visit and asked 
her father if he had any old photographs of the family. She 
wanted to bring back a little bit of England and her family 
heritage to the U.S. 


“ You aren’t interested in that sort of thing when you have 
it all around you.” said Mrs. Smith who was born in 
England and lived in Lompoc for the past 13 years 
Besides the newsclipping and three photos, Mrs Smith 
received her great-grandfather s bone snuff box and heavy 
crystal saltcellar. Nothing about Hyde’s experiences as a 
coachman are known to the family

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State finds enough gas for 
itself, but price will be high 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi — The state has found enough 
gasoline to keep government vehicles running this year, but 
the price will be high, a purchasing official disclosed today 
Less than a month ago. the forecast was gloomy Calls for 
annual gasoline bids failed to bring a single offer 
Now. the Department of General Services has secured a 
temporary source and has all but wrapped up a long term 
supply to get through the year 


But instead of buying at a discount as it has for years, the 
state will pay almost as much as an ordinary motorist, 
"At least we re not running out," said Stanley B Fowler, 
assistant director of the department 
The biggest gasoline purchases made by the state 
traditionally have been through a contract with a single 
company, allowing employes to buy directly from service 
stations using a credit card 
I-ast year's $7 5 million contract with Standard Oil 
provided for a flat price of 26-cents a gallon, far below the 
pump price for regular 
The contract expired Dec 31. Standard has since agreed 
to extend it up to June 30, except there will be no more 
discounts. Fowler said The state will pay pump price, less 
four-cents a gallon in federal excise tax 
Beyond June 30 — or even sooner if possible — is a multi­ 


company contract which the department has successfully 


negotiated with five major suppliers. Fowler said They are 
Standard. ARCO, Phillips 66. Kxxon and Mobil. 
All that remains, Fowler said, is for the companies to 
return signed papers. 
Under the contract, the state stamps its own credit card 
which is honored at stations of participating companies. 
Again, the cost will be the pump price less excise tax. 
At the same time, however, the department is estimating 
that total gasoline consumption under the credit card 
contracts will be down about eight per cent to 22 5 million 
gallons of low-lead and 1 8 million gallons of premium 
because of restricted driving and lower speed limits 
The state also buys diesel fuel and some 16 million gallons 
of gasoline under bulk contracts

highest paid businessman

company s 
profits 
approach half a billion a

Under Geneen. ITT has

Howard to play in Japan 


LOS AN GELES (U PI) — Frank Howard, who hit 382 career home runs in 
the major leagues, has become the third former Los Angeles Dodger in the 
last two years to sign a contract with a Japanese team. 


The 6,-8, 275-pound Howard, who was released from the Detroit Tigers at 
the end of last season, Thursday signal a one-year pact with the Taiheiyo 
Lions of the Japan Baseball League. 


“ I am serious about playing in Japan,” he said. “ I am not going there on a 
lark.” 
Howard follows former Dodger infielder Jim Lefebvre, who will return 
for his second year of Japanese ball this season, and first baseman Wes 
Parker, who recently signed a Japanese contract. 


Howard, a former Ohio State basketball and baseball star, was given a 
$108,000 bonus when he signed with the Dodgers in 1958 He was the National 
League Rookie of the Year in 1960, a title Lefebvre earned five years later. 


The 37-year-old Howard was traded to the Washington Senators in 1965 


and dealt off to Detroit in 1972. In 1968. he led the American League with a 
.552 slugging percentage and with 330 total bases. 
Howard set a major league record by hitting 10 homers during a one-week 
span.

We are a nation that can't function without an electronic 
fingertip pacifier, the television set We are a nation with 
horizons dictated by the Wide World of Sports We are a na­ 
tion of football addicts, and it was never clearer than th e se 
past holidays when Christmas dinners and New Year’s 
rituals were telescoped within the narrow confine of half- 
time. 
There were bowl games that were so obscure you needed a 
world atlas to locate them Some of the teams were repre­ 
senting universities that I'd always thought were women's 
liberal arts' colleges I couldn’t believe the variety; I couldn't 
stomach the around-the-clock pace, Games ended at mid­ 
night; games began as I finished my morning coffee 
I called the one man in the country who was as depressed 
as I was by football’s final televised marathon, Steve Harvey 
of the Los Angeles Times. His syndicated sports column. 
“The Bottom Ten." concentrates on the negative side of foot­ 
ball, and his bottom ten list is a collection of the nation s 
most heralded losers. 
"The inability of New Mexico State backs to run to 
daylight," he once wrote, "has been traced to several factors, 
including their schedule which calls mostly for night 
games." After watching the Buffalo Bills struggle and fail. 
Harvey observed cryptically, "Like an insomniac whose foot 
goes to sleep, Coach Lou Saban of the Bills felt encouraged at 
his team's 41-24 defeat 
In a nation of football fanatics, Steve Harvey is not a popu­ 
lar man. O.J. Simpson calls him ‘a jerk Brown University 
students wear lapel buttons referring to Harvey in the past 
tense. Harvey is not discouraged; he continues his one-man 
critique of sporting mania. 
"Hello," he said to me in a voice that sounded dismal. I'm 
really looking forward to the new World Football League 
and all those extra games we’ll have next year I especially 
admire the names they've chosen. Chicago's new team, for 
instance, will be called the Chicago Fires.’ His voice drop­ 
ped half an octave into complete moroseness. "I'm hoping 
they II name one the Boston Stranglers." 
“ Look at it this way," Harvey continued, sounding 
resigned. “ Maybe the energy crisis will slow things down We 
now have all these bowl games people have never heard of; 
The Camilla Bowl, the Peach Bow l, the Bluebonnet Bow l, the 
North-South Game, the East-West game, the Blue-Gray 
Game." There was a long somber pause. 
He sighed. "What I d like to see is the North play the West. 
There was another silence on the phone line while he pon­ 
dered other possible improvements. 
"The worst color man, hands down, is A1 DeRogatis, he 
said slowly. “ It’s just that his voice sounds like broken glass 
and he talks too much. Of course, Howard Cosell is one of t he 
worst; it’s fashionable to blast Howard. But," and his voice 
grew firm, "that shouldn’t take away from his revolting per­ 
sonality. 
“The most unprepared announcer, 
Harvey continued 
with conviction, "is Chris Schenkel 
Pro coaches don’t escape his acidity either "George Allen 
rates on my bottom ten. He s such a fanatic. That s why I like 
to see Washington lose. He says winning comes first, before 
his family and everything. He could be the father ot the year 
with that philosophy." 
Harvey was groping for a break in the cloud cover that 
hung over our conversation. “One thing that's optimistic," he 
told me, “ is that they don’t have tv in cars yet." 


I closed with a cruncher. “ Yes, that's true, Steve," 1 said. 
"But did you realize that Guy Lombardo’s televised New 
Year’s Eve party had a count-down at New York’s Times 
Square — three-two-one-bang! And did you know that after 
midnight, Guy Lombardo showed us the New Year all over 
again - on INSTANT REPLA Y?” 


As I hung up, I thought I could hear Steve Harvey sobbing 
quietly.

t h i s 
glaring 
w eakness 
of 
consumers in the marketplace and 
as citizens toward their government 
is not limited to the woman or man 
in 
the 
stores. 
Other 
kinds 
of 
consumers also are not fighting 
back 
For example, hundreds of airline 
flights are being canceled 
The 
airlines are saying this is due to lack 
of fuel but it is well known that they 
have long wanted this excuse to 
dump less profitable routes and to 
compete 
less 
over 
the 
more 
profitable runs. So it will be very 
difficult to restore airline service 
even after this contrived energy 
crisis is ended. 
Besides passengers, three groups 
are adversly affected. First are the 
thousands 
of 
airline 
pilots 
and 
employes who are being laid off. 
Second are the cities and towns who 
are .being cut off 
from airline 
service 
entirely 
or 
cut 
down 
drastically. Third are the businesses 
who 
have 
a vested 
interest 
in 
adequate air schedules. So far there 
is little sign that these groups are 
organizing 
them selves 
into 
a 
coalition to counteract the airlines 
and its governmental puppet — the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 
In 
our 
economy, 
the 
most 


organized forces are the production 
and selling side while the least 
organized are the consuming and 
buying side. Consumers on all levels 
have got to think deeply about how 
this imbalance can be redressed 
structurally over the long term and 
not just in terms of temporary 
protests 
or 
boycotts. 
The 
first 
thought to ponder might be: “ Why 
do consumers spend thousands of 
hours to earn money to buy goods 
and services yet refuse to spend 
hardly 
anytime 
to 
learn 
and 
organize so that earnings, instead of 
withering away, can count more in 
the m arketplace.’’ 
Most 
consumers 
pretty 
much 
realize that government will be 
taken over by business if it is not 


taken over by consumers to promote 
justice 
What is not yet realized 
sufficiently 
is 
that 
a 
modest 
contribution of time and resources 
can flex and focus the muscle of 
consumers, 
as 
buyers 
and 
as 
citizens, 
to 
start * turning 
this 
economy around toward economic 
value and efficiency.

Emollments are down in courses 
dealing in dialetics and political and 
social cuases. 
At 
Stanford, 
for 
exa mpl e, 
psychology 
and 
biology 
have 
replaced 
history 
and 
political 
science as the most popular courses. 
At Boston University, a student- 
taught “ radical critique’ 
course 
that once flourished as an example 
of students taking control of the 
curricula is “ withering on the vine 
One major reason for the shift, the 
survey found, 
is the desire for 
financial security in an era of 
economic uncertainty. Another is 
the apparent disenchantment with 
t h e 
r a d i c a l 
c a u s e s 
t h a t 
characterized the student rebellions 
ol the 1960s.

The survey also brings to light 
another major reason for the shift — 
the mounting cost of education 
Colleges and universities are mak­ 
ing major efforts to stress the 
practical in their course offerings in 
light of the mounting costs 
State legislatures are urging that 
what money there is be devoted to 
such studies that turn out men and 
women able to do the jobs that most 
need 
to 
be done. 
In 
response, 
colleges are eliminating courses 
like 
organic 
homesteading 
and 
weaving. 
In light of the energy crisis, 
however, it might be well to re- 
institute a course in candle-stick 
making.
